He said that observance of traf- 
fic regulations, with due regard 
for heavy travel conditions, will 
be the main means of accident 
prevention.

Chief Thomas Coff of the Menlo 


Park Fire District cautioned that 
firecrackers are prohibited by 
state law. Fireworks may be set 
off only under a permit from the 
district fire marshal, and then 
they must be discharged by a per- 
son qualified for the task. » 

Even sparklers are prohibited by 
state law. Only cap pistols are 
legal. 

“Most of the hazards on the 
Independence Day holiday come 


from children who are permitted 
to violate the law concerning fire- 
works, and from unlawful burning 
of waste,” Cuff said. “Ohitside 
burning of waste may be done only 
under permits issued by the dis- 
trict. Along with permits go writ- 
ten instructions on proper, safe 
methods of burning.”

Council appointed Patrolman 
Frank (Bud) Roach to the position 
of police sergeant upon receiving 
certification from the city person- 
nel board that Roach had qualified 
in a recent examination. 

Marking a step forward in mun- 
icipal government here, council 
approved a new salary schedule 
effective with start of the fiscal 
year today. Based on studies by 
the League of California Cities, 
it is the first definite salary plan 
for Menlo Park municipal workers 
and, in some instances, provides 
for increases in the second and 
third year of service providing the 
employe is recommended for the 
increase by his department head. 

First year salary scales put in ef- 
fect with the schedule represent in- 
creases over salaries which have 
been in force. Longson told council 
that under the new schedule, Menlo 
Park now compares favorably with 
cities of similiar size in municipal 
pay rates.

Since that time, the project has 
progressed to the point where it 
has its own quarters at the base 
hospital, with dark rooms, enlarg- 
ers, developing and printing equip- 
ment and cameras that go to make 
up a completely modern photogra- 
phic setup. 

In charge of the undertaking is 
Howard E. Gray, chief of manual 
arts therapy, himself an experienced 
cameraman whose own work with 
a camera dates back to the San 
Francisco fire of 1906. He still prizes 
pictures of that event, made on 
old-time glass plates.

The meeting July 7 will be open 
to all parents of school children and 
/ other residents, to discuss alloca- 
tion of pupils to schools and a pos- 


sible change of policy to have eight 
grades in each of the district’s 


schools. 

Such a change would involve con- 
verting. Fremont school from its 
present six grades into an eighth 
grade school. 

The meeting also will duscuss an 
overall building program, with em- 
phasis on how soon a new school 
can be constructed in the western 
part of the district. 

Growth of the Menlo Park school 
district already has made itself felt. 
Recently, the board of trustees de- 
cided to reduce the size of the area 


served by Fremont school, which 
would involve transportation of 


some pupils to Central School. 


This action has been protested 
by Fremont school patrons and, as 
a result, is now being reconsidered, 
according to Superintendent Mel 
Homfeld. 


Plans are in the making for a 
new school to serve the western 
area, but are still in the stage of 
negotiating for a site. The board 
has been negotiating for seven and 
a half acres on Elder avenue be- 
tween Santa Cruz and Valparaiso. 


The land is owned by the Sharon 
Estate. At a recent board meeting, 
representatives of the estate pro- 
posed that some other possible site 
be considered, declaring the estate

portion of the cost of maintaining 
their streets, just as do city proper- 
ty owners. To compromise this 
principle for the sake of obtaining 
county maintenance for a few city 
streets (70 per cent of the cost of 
which would be provided by an ad- 
ditional tax on city property own- 
ers) is shortsighted and unneces- 
sary. 

“The establishment of such a 
precedent could well end up with 
the taxation of city property for 
the improvement of streets in the 
unincorporated areas. Such a step 
would be only one degree more in- 
equitable than the situation that 
now exists. You are no doubt fa- 
miliar with the staff reports of 
the Collier Committee which form- 
ulated the present legislation gov- 
erning the financing of our streets, 
roads and highways. One of the 
[recone sea Uons of the staff 
(Lindman Report) was that count- 
ies employ a road tax of up to 30 
,cents per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion in unincorporated territory to 
help finance county roads. Such a 
tax in San Mateo County would, 
ef course, release a _ substantial 
amount of gasoline tax money for 
use on what are actually county 
!roads running through cities. How- 
ever, our county has not seen fit 
to adopt such a program. 

“We should now publicize and 
dramatize the imequities of the pres- 
ent situation until the people of the 
cities of San Mateo County under- 
stand the facts. After all, the Su- 
pervisors are responsible to the 
people as a whole, and not just to 
the residents of the unincorpor- 
ated areas, and some three-quart- 
ers of our county’s population re- 
sides within the limits of its 3 
cities. 

“Meanwhile, our cities have ample 
legal power to raise additional 
funds for street maintenance 
through sales taxes, income taxes, 
business license taxes, utility taxes, 
etc., if they choose to use them. It 
is far better for us to tax ourselves 
to build up our own street depart- 
ments and spend the money for the 
work we ourselves determine most 
desirable, rather than ask the 
county to tax us to do work over 
which we have no control.”

is reluctant to sell the Elder av- 
enue property because of vandalism 
by children on nearby property.

Photo Training 


(Continued From Page One) 
project is therapy. Then comes re- 


habilitation in all possible cases. 

Each patient works under the di- 
rect supervision of physicians, each 
man goes through the training as 
an individual and there is no set 
general course. Some patients show 
aadptability along a certain line... 
it may be in camera work, dark- 
room work, retouching or along the 
other lines of photography. 

In starting, each patient begins 
at the bottom. He starts out with the 
simplest kind of camera, then works 
progressively with more compli- 
cated ones and eventually graduates 
to “shooting” with a speed graphic. 
They take all kinds of pictures: 
News “shots,” studio portraits, etc. 
Much attention is paid to develop- 
ing and printing and bringing out 
the best in picture taking. 

An example of therapy and re- 
habilitation: 

One of Mr. Gray’s patients was 

a former tinsmith whose forearm 
had been injured in military ser- 
vice. The arm lost its strength, 
but not its skill when directed. So, 
the patient was taught a new 
trade . .. photo retouching. 

The prize winners in the Cen- 
tennial camera contest did all their 
own work from start to finish... 
they “shot” their own pictures, did 
their own developing and printing. 

All of the patients become well 
grounded in the technical side of 
photography and, as Mr. Gray put 
it: 

“There is a great personal satis- 
faction in seeing the results of this 
training.” 

Twenty-six patients now are reg- 
istered in the photo section, which is 
part of a therapy program that in- 
cludes a machine shop, wood shop, 
auto repair shop and radio shop.

Redistricting 
Survey Held Up 


The San Mateo County local sur- 
vey redistricting committee has sus- 
pended temporarily its regular week- 
ly meetings until state authorities 
have answered legal questions 
raised by the committee regarding 
bonds and other financial matters 
in proposed unified school districts.
